Even Mr. PENDLETON, who sees how great 
questions should be treated, has not adhered 
to his own standard in his letter of accept- 
ance.

That the British Government appreciates 
the vital military and commercial impor- 
tance of Indian railways to its Asiatic on- 
premacy is also cléar from its prompt action 
on assuming control of their construction. 
The Duke of ARGYLL has already ordered the 
immediate commencement of Government 
operations on the Indus Valley line, on the 
Rajpootana line, on the line from. Kulburga 
to Hyderabad, on the line from Carwar to 
Hooblee, on the Bombay and Baroda line, 
(for a branch,) on the Great Southern, and 
on the Indian Tramway line for an exten- 
sion to Cuddalore. 

What mainly interests us in this country, 
in this recent railroad activity, is the light 
it throws on the purpose of the British Gov- 
ernment to shorten its commercial route 
from Lohdon to Calcutta, and hence to 
China. The hurry to finish the Peshawur 
road is doubtiess due to the Muscovite 
menace in Turkestan; but, when done, it 
will also form an important link in that pro- 
jected railroad system, which is to pass from 
the Mediterranean to the Indian Ocean, 
traversing Turkey in Asia, Persia, and Beloo- 
chistan, and shortening by many days the 
transit from Enrope to India and China. 

The lines already built or building in the 
existing system, will have cost, it is esti- 
mated, on its completion, £97,200,000, of 
which all but £14,000,000 have been raised ; 
and the number of stockholders is now 45,- 
055. In the new system, consisting. of 10,000 
miles, it is intended to open something over 
800 miles a year, at a cost of £12,000 per milé, 
The two great lines are the East Indian and. 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railways. Their 


joint gross earnings alone have for several ' 


weeks amounted to £100,000 a week, or at 
the rate of mere than £5,000,000.a year. Tak- 
ing all the lines together, the net revenue 


for the year ending June 30, was. £2,100,122, 


the gross receipts being £4,821,305, and the 
working expenses £2,781,278. There was a 
slight falling off, however, from the previous 
year in merchandise receipts—a very note- 
‘worthy fact.

‘nent physicians, in proposing inoculation as 
a substitute after the fifteenth year, did so 
on the theory that the protective power of 
vaccination; always lost through Ispse of 
time, is, in any case, of no avail after the 
first. fifteen years of life. They went fur- 
ther. Dr. Grecory held that a large increase 
of small-pox had resulted from the extension 
of vaccination, while, on the other hand, in- 
oculation after the fifteenth year of age, of 
persons previously vaccinated, produced, he 
alleged, a specific eruptive disease, of a non- 
contagious character, unattended with dan- 
ger, and giving protection in after. life 

These startling propositions, which created 
great excitement and inquiry, were not, 
however, sustained by the weight of evi- 
dence from experience, nor vindicated by 
the logic of statistics. On the contrary, both 
in England and America the reports of prac- 
facing physicians and scientific students, 
who were appealed to for careful testimony, 
refuted Dr. Gregory’s idea. For example, 
the Epidemiological Society, in prosecuting 
inquiries on the subject, received 480 replies 
from practicing physicians, of which only 
one expressed doubt of the efficacy of the 
cow-pox. 

From that time, vaccination gained a 
firmer hold than ever in scientific and 
popular favor, the elaborate investigations 
having vindicated its efficiency... In some 
statistics then compiled in this country, it 
was made known that in Prussia, at the 
beginning of the century, when inoculation 
was the only safeguard used, the average of 


deaths by small-pox amounted—as, for ex- 


ample, m 1808—to four in every thousand of 
population; but fifty years later, when vac- 
cination was in general use, they were but

The female takes her’ place'in the stomach, from 
which she throws off immense broods of worms, 
whnch run into and feed upon the muscles. 
When they die they retire into an albuminous 
schist. Polarizedight is the best medium of de- 
tecting their presence. The speaker exhibited 
many photographic representations of this worm. 
The worms assume a spiral form only after ap- 
parent death. Subjecting meat to a temperature 
of 212° will effectually destroy the worm, if the 
heat penetrate the meat thoroughly. 

Professor AGassiz hoped the appetite of the 
community would not. be disturbed by this sci- 
entific discussion, as. such werms are present in 
all meata and even vegetables, and there is no 
danger if they be properly cooked.
